HEROIC  TALE  OF  ESTHER  AND  MORDECAI

Purim,  the  Festival  of  Lots,  will  be 
observed  this  year  on  the  14th  day 
of  Adar  II,  co-inciding  with  Thursday 
evening,  March  18  and  Friday,  March 
19.  The  day  preceding  the  Festival  is 
known  as  the  Fast  of  Esther. 

On  Thursday  evening,  March  18, 
Maariv  Services  will  commence  at  6:30 
p.m.  at  Congregations  Adath  Jeshurun, 
Agudath  Achim,  Machzikei  Hadath  and 
B’nai  Jacob,  and  at  7:00  p.m.  at  Con- 
gregation Agudath  Israel,  after  which 
the  “Megillat  Esther”  will  be  read. 

On  Friday  morning,  March  19,  Ser- 
vices at  Agudath  Achim,  Machzikei 
Hadath  and  B’nai  Jacob  will  begin  at 
7:00  a.m.,  while  Adath  Jeshurun  and 
Agudath  Israel  will  start  at  7:30  a.m. 
The  Morning  Services  will  include  the 
reading  of  the  Megillah. 

The  story  recounted  in  the  Scroll  of 
Esther  took  place  during  the  reign  of 
Ahasuerus  of  Persia  (485-464  B.C.E. ) 
When  Queen  Vashti  refused  to  obey 
the  order  of  the  king  to  display  her 
beauty  before  his  noblemen  gathered 
at  an  elaborate  banquet,  he  deposed 
her.  After  a long  search  for  a queen, 
the  king  chose  Esther,  the  beautiful 
cousin  of  Mordecai,  a Jew,  to  replace 
Vashti.  It  happened  that  Mordecai  who 
sat  in  the  king’s  courtyard  to  learn  of 
the  well-being  of  Esther,  heard  of  a 
plot  to  kill  Ahasuerus.  He  revealed  this 
to  Esther  who  informed  the  king.  This 
event  was  recorded  in  the  royal  book 
of  chronicles. 

Shortly  thereafter,  Haman,  the  fa- 
vourite minister  of  Ahasuerus,  sought  to 
annihilate  the  Jews  in  the  kingdom 
in  revenge  against  Mordecai  who  be- 
cause of  religious  scruples  refused  to 
bow  down  before  him.  To  select  the 
day  for  destroying  the  Jews,  Haman 
cast  lots  (purim)  which  fell  on  the 
thirteenth  dav  of  Adar.  Hence  the 
name  of  the  festival  is  Purim. 

Haman  approached  Ahasuerus  with 
the  plea:  “There  is  a certain  people 
scattered  abroad  and  dispersed  among 
the  peoples  in  all  the  provinces  of  thy 
kingdom;  and  their  laws  are  diverse 
from  those  of  every  people;  neither  keep 
they  the  king’s  laws;  therefore,  it  pro- 
fiteth  not  the  king  to  suffer  them.  If 
it  please  the  king,  let  it  be  written  that 
they  be  destroyed;  and  I will  pay  ten 


thousand  talents  of  silver  into  the  hands 
of  those  that  have  charge  of  the  king’s 
business,  to  bring  it  into  the  king’s 
treasuries.”  (Esther  3:8-9) 

Neither  Haman  nor  Ahasuerus  knew 
of  the  relationship  of  Esther  and  Mor- 
decai, and  so  the  king  readily  granted 
the  request  for  the  extermination  of 
the  Jews.  Orders  were  published  to 
execute  this  sinister  design  on  the  thir- 
teenth day  of  Adar. 

Mordecai  sent  a message  to  Esther 
asking  her  to  implore  Ahasuerus  to 
spare  her  people.  Although  it  was  for- 
bidden for  anyone,  even  the  queen,  to 
appear  before  the  king  unless  sum- 
moned, Esther  went  to  him.  She  im- 
plored him  to  spare  the  Jewish  popu- 
lation and  pointed  out  that  she  too  must 
die  if  the  edict  were  carried  out. 
Shocked  by  this  revelation,  Ahasuerus 
reversed  the  decree  and  ordered  Haman 
to  be  hung  on  the  very  gallows  which 
Haman  had  prepared  for  Mordecai. 


The  latter  now  became  the  Prime  Mi- 
nister. The  king  caused  letters  to  be  sent 
throughout  land  that  the  Jews  should 
prepare  to  defend  themselves  on  the  ap- 
pointed day.  So  ably  did  the  Jews  pro- 
tect themselves  on  the  thirteenth  of 
Adar,  that  the  following  day  was  pro- 
claimed “a  day  of  feasting  and  glad- 
ness.”

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1954  SUMMER  INSTITUTE 
IN  ISRAEL 

An  opportunity  for  work,  study  and 
travel  in  Israel,  will  be  provided  for 
the  sixth  consecutive  season  by  the 
Jewish  Agency  for  Palestine  in  co-ope- 
ration with  the  Hebrew  University. 
Canadian  students,  between  the  ages  of 
18  and  35,  will  be  eligible  to  enroll 
in  the  Summer  Institute  which  takes 
place  in  Israel  during  the  months  of 
July  and  August.  A unique  educational 
project,  the  Institute  attracted  a large 
number  of  young  Canadians  last  sum- 
mer and  plans  are  now  being  prepared 
to  accommodate  twice  as  many  who  are 
expected  to  register  for  this  year’s  trip. 

Members  of  the  Institute  will  spend 
7 weeks  in  Israel.  Some  of  this  time 
will  be  spent  on  lectures  and  group 
discussions.  The  Hebrew  language, 
Jewish  history  and  Israel’s  current  eco- 
nomic, political  and  social  problems 
will  be  dealt  with.  The  Institute  will 
also  make  an  extensive  tour  of  the 
country.  This  will  feature  visits  to  the 
Negev,  the  Galilee,  Israel’s  cities,  in- 
teresting archaeological  sites,  religious 
shrines,  modern  industrial  plants  and 
reclamation  projects.  There  will  also 
be  a chance  for  the  participants  of  this 
Institute  to  work  in  agricultural  set- 
tlements. This  offers  an  excellent  op- 
portunity for  Jewish  youth  to  merge 
for  the  summer  months  with  the  Israelis 
in  their  own  environmental  setting. 

The  overall  cost  for  this  fascinating 
and  creative  experience  on  a non-com- 
mercial and  non-profit  basis  will  be 
$795.  This  sum  includes  round-trip 
passage  via  plane  and  boat,  with  a 
brief  stopover  in  Europe,  tuition,  and 
board  and  lodging  in  cities  and  settle- 
ments.

THREE  CROWNS  OF  GLORY 

(Excerpts  from  the  Silver  Jubilee  Message  of  Tribute  to  Rev. 
Joseph  Rabin  delivered  by  Rabbi  Simon  L.  Eckstein  at  Congregation 
Adath  Jeshurun,  Friday  evening,  March  12,  1954.) 

I'he  Tabernacles  of  old  had  three  objects  to  which  a golden  molding 
in  the  shape  of  a crown  had  to  be  fastened.  These  were  “Aron”  the 
Ark,  (wherein  the  Tablets  of  Law  were  enclosed)  the  “Shulchan,”  the 
Table  on  which  showbread  was  displayed  and  the  “Mizbayach,”  the  Altai' 
on  which  sacrifices  were  offered.  These  three  objects  are  particularly 
significant  for  us  this  evening  when  we  pay  tribute  to  Rev.  Rabin  for 
a quarter  of  a century  of  devoted  service  to  our  Synagogue  and  commu- 
nity. Ark,  Table  and  Altar  — each  is  representative  of  a phase  and 
facet  of  the  life  and  service  of  Rev.  Rabin. 

The  Ark  was  the  symbol  of  the  sanctuary.  The  man  we  honor 
this  evening  has  been  building  a golden  crown  of  glory  in  the  Synagogue 
of  Adath  Jeshurun.  For  25  years  has  he  devotedly  served  as  the 
Chazan  of  our  congregation,  as  an  inspired  interpreter  of  the  traditional 
Synagogue  Service.  He  is  endowed  with  a pleasant  voice  of  sweetness 
and  grace  to  which  he  has  added  the  pathos  and  sincerity  of  a God-fearing 
man. 

In  the  course  of  25  years  how  many  must  be  the  men  and 
women  who  were  lifted  from  the  materialism  of  everyday  existence  by 
the  Chazan  and  given  glimpses  into  the  joy  of  the  Sabbath,  the  spirit- 
uality of  a Yom-Tov  and  the  sanctity  of  a Yom  Kipur. 

Twenty-five  years  is  a long  period  in  the  life  of  an  individual.  It 
represents  well-nigh  one  third  of  an  average  lifetime  and  it  was  bound 
to  bring  many  changes  in  the  composition  of  our  congregation.  It  has 
taken  from  us  a goodly  number  of  stalwart  champions  and  their  memory 
pervades  this  evening  of  tribute.  Their  names  are  surely  recalled  most 
affectionately  by  Rev.  Rabin  with  mixed  emotions  in  the  silent  chambers 
of  his  heart. 

Verily  then  did  Rev.  Rabin  build  a “Zayr  Zahav”  a crown  of 
glory  as  Chazan  on  the  Sanctuary,  the  Synagogue  of  Adath  Jeshurun. 
Rev.  Rabin,  however,  was  more  than  just  a Chazan  of  the  Congregation. 
He  was  a force  for  religious  leadership  and  service  in  the  diversified 
phases  of  total  community  endeavor.  He  therefore  built  a crown  not 
only  around  the  Ark  but  also  around  the  Table.  The  “Shulchan”  the 
Table  on  which  the  showbread  of  the  Temple  was  displayed  is  the 
symbol  of  the  Jewish  home  and  is  representative  of  the  personal  life 
of  the  Jewish  family. 

Rev.  Rabin  by  his  personal  conduct  as  a Shochet  and  by  dint  of  the 
sense  of  organization  which  he  introduced  into  the  Kashrut  affairs  of 
the  city,  by  the  administrative  touch  which  he  proferred  to  the  super- 
vision and  control  of  Kashrut  in  Ottawa  has  therefore  been  largely 
responsible  in  establishing  the  reliability  of  Kashrut  for  the  Jewish 
housewife. 

The  “Table”  is  also  the  symbol  of  the  personal  lives  of  the  Jewish 
families  of  Ottawa.  From  birth  to  death,  from  the  commencement  of  one’s 
life  as  a Jew  to  the  parting  breath  of  life  — around  this  Shulchan  too 
has  he  been  fashioning  a crowning  record  of  service.  Through  one 
contact  or  another  whether  it  be  a “bris”  or  officiating  at  a Sabbath 
Bar-Mitzvah  Service  or  chanting  his  beautiful  wedding  service  at  the 
marriage  of  your  children  or  alas  sounding  the  plaintive  and  lugubrious 
note  at  the  parting  of  a dear  one  — in  all  these  ways  he  has  surely 
touched  your  lives. 

Twenty-five  years  affords  an  apportunity  for  a Chazan  to  be  more 
than  just  a religious  official.  An  evening  such  as  this  surely  revives 
the  spirit  of  kinship  that  exists.  The  years  have  enabled  him  to  endear 
himself  as  a personal  friend,  solicitous  of  your  welfare,  participating 
in  your  joys  and  sharing  in  your  anguish.  Verily,  he  has  been  building 
a crown  of  devoted  service  around  the  Shulchan  the  personal  lives 
of  the  families. 

You  recall  that  the  Tabernacles  also  contained  the  “Mizbayach”  the 
Altar  symbol  of  sacrifice.  I would  be  remiss  were  I not  to  refer  to  the 
crown  which  he  is  building  around  the  mizbayach,  the  altar  of  public  ser- 
vice in  the  community.

As  Joseph  of  the  Bible  our  Joseph  has  adopted  the  same  banner 
of  “Ani  Yoseph  Achichem”  — “I  am  Joseph  your  brother”.  Calls  come  to 
him  to  accompany  a representative  of  a Yeshiva  for  a contribution;  to 
work  for  Mizrachi,  General  Zionism,,  _Ocal  and  overseas  campaigns;  to 
leave  his  home  and  perform  duties  as  a gabbai  of  the  Chevra  Kadisha; 
to  direct  the  activities  of  the  Chug  Ivri  (Ottawa’s  Hebrew  Circle);  to 
serve  on  the  National  Executive  of  the  “Igud”  (Association  of  Hebrew 
Educators ) ; to  serve  for  four  years  as  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Education 
and  as  an  executive  member  of  the  board  for  25  years;  to  organize  a 
Synagogue-Center  Choral  Society  — whenever  the  clarion  call  for 
service  was  sounded  in  the  community,  Rev.  Rabin’s  reply  was  always 
“Hineni  Shlochayni”  — “here  I am  send  me”.  He  answered  the  call 
to  duty  without  any  vacillation  or  complaint. 

The  Rabbis  tell  us  that  if  a man  is  worthy  then  his  efforts  become 
a diadem  of  glory.  This  evening  we  pay  tribute  to  such  a man.  We 
honour  Rev.  Joseph  Rabin  who  is  fashioning  three  crowns  of  glory.  He  is 
building  a crown  around  the  “Aron,”  the  Sanctuary  of  the  Synagogue; 
around  the  “Shulchan”  the  Table  — the  Jewish  home  and  the  personal 
lives  of  our  families;  and  finally  a crown  of  indefatigueable  service  on 
the  Mizbayach,  on  the  altar  of  sacrifice  for  public  welfare. 

We  pray  to  the  Almighty  that  He  spare  our  Chazan  “Yosef  Chayim” 
for  many  years  in  the  service  of  our  congregation  and  community;  in 
the  service  of  our  people  and  our  Torah. 

May  he  and  his  beloved  wife,  his  dear  children  and  grandchildren 
continue  to  enjoy  the  blessings  of  God,  for  their  happiness  and  for  the 
welfare  of  all  Israel. 


PURIM 

Of  all  the  minor  festivals  of  the 
Jewish  calendar,  Purim,  more  than  any 
other,  symbolizes  a period  of  unres- 
tricted joy  and  good  fellowship.  Even 
Succoth,  which  is  entitled  the  ’’Season 
of  our  Joy”,  has  its  serious  moments 
emphasized  by  special  prayers  and  pres- 
cribed rituals  in  the  Synagogue.  The 
celebration  of  Purim,  however,  is  with- 
out any  such  restraint,  allowing  free 
rein  to  the  imagination  and  the  spirit 
of  revelry. 

Purim  was  given  over  to  this  light- 
hearted revelry  bceause  it  is  the  only 
Jewish  holiday  that  commemorates  a 
smashing  victory  over  universal  and 
perennial  condemnation  of  Jews  by 
bigots  in  every  country  and  every  age. 

Purim  is  in  a more  universal  sense, 
symbolic  of  the  fate  of  Israel  among 
the  nations.  It  teaches  the  Jews  not 
to  place  too  great  reliance  on  the  good 
will  of  the  gentile  rulers  and  not  to 
despair  in  the  fate  of  cruel  persecution 
and  conditions  which  seem  hopeless 
and  unbearable.  Salvation  will  be  se- 
cured through  faith  and  the  courage  to 
fight  for  Israel’s  convictions  and  belief 
in  the  eternal  helper  of  the  eternal 
people.  Purim  never  grows  old.  In 
every  age,  in  every  clime,  the  Jew  is 
challenged  by  Hamans  and  their  ilk. 
But  Purim  symbolizes  the  recurring 
triumph  of  Israel  over  its  antagonists. 
Tyrants  and  oppressors  have  come  and 
gone,  but  Israel  and  its  cultural  heri- 
tage have  survived  all  onslaughts  to 
flourish  once  again  and  attain  greater 
heights. 

Purim  has  particular  significance  for 
our  own  day.  Not  only  Jews,  but  all 
persecuted  minorities  will  find  in  it  a 
ray  of  light  and  hope.  For  all  men  and 
all  nations  must  strive  to  make  the 
world  a better  place  to  live  in,  and  a 
better  world  can  only  be  achieved  by 
guaranteeing  to  all  folks,  everywhere 
their  God-given  rights  to  live  and  to 
create  and  to  make  their  own  distinct 
contributions  to  the  advantage  of  civi- 
lization. 

As  for  those  Jews  who  think  they 
can  divorce  themselves  from  their  own 
people  and  thus  find  favor  in  the  eyes 
of  others,  they  would  do  well  to  study 
Hainan’s  decree.  Like  Hitler,  Hainan 
had  no  differentiation  between  Jews 
who  were  loyal  to  their  faith  and  Jews 
who  assimilated  themselves  with  their 
gentile  environment.  Both  Hitler  and 
Haman  proclaimed  death  to  all  Jews. 

Purim  grew  so  close  to  the  Jewish 
heart  that  one  of  the  Rabbinic  authori- 
ties of  the  latter  days  affirmed  that  if 
all  the  Torah  were  conceivably  to  be 
forgotten,  the  Book  of  Esther  would 
still  be  retained.  Another  was  so  im- 
pressed by  the  message  of  hope  that 
Purim  brought  that  he  maintained  that 
Purim  was  as  great  as  the  day  on  which 
the  Torah  was  given  on  Sinai.

SCHEDULE  OF  BAR-MTZVAHS 
TO  BE  MAINTAINED  BY  VAAD 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  arrange- 
ments which  must  be  made  in  advance 
of  any  Bar-Mitzvah,  and  to  avoid  cases 
of  conflict  which  have  occurred  in  the 
past,  the  Rabbinical  Committee  of  the 
Vaad  Ha’Ir,  in  session  recently,  ap- 
proved a policy  which  should  prove  to 
be  beneficial  to  all  concerned. 

The  Office  of  the  Vaad  Ha’Ir  will 
henceforth  maintain  a Bar-Mitzvah 
Schedule  for  the  entire  community.  It 
will  be  the  responsibility  of  parents  to 
notify  the  Vaad  Ha’Ir  as  soon  as  a 
specific  date  has  been  determined  by 
the  Talmud  Torah  or  private  teacher. 
This  is  normally  known  at  least  six 
to  nine  months  in  advance  of  the  actual 
date  of  the  Bar-Mitzvah,  and  contact 
should  be  made  with  the  Vaad  at 
5-7258  before  the  youngster  actually 
begins  learning  his  Haftorah. 

In  the  event  that  the  date  desired  is 
already  taken,  an  alternate  date  will 
be  suggested.  If  the  date  is  free,  the 
Bar-Mitzvah  will  be  noted  on  the  sche- 
dule and  a confirming  letter  despatched 
to  the  parents.  This  letter  will  also 
suggest  that  parents  immediately  con- 
tact their  Rabbi,  their  Synagogue  and 
the  hall  in  which  the  Bar-Mitzvah  din- 
ner or  reception  is  to  take  place.
